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INTRODUCTION. 



The Eeport of the School Board for the year ended 
November, 1890, presents but few special features, being 
chiefly a record of steady work. 

One new school has been opened, and three others have 
been commenced, besides a considerable enlargement to an 
older school. These will all be finished during the coming 
year, and will go far towards completing the supply of school 
accommodation. 

The success of the Seventh Standard School in Bridge 
Street has led the Board to decide upon building a Technical 
School at Small Heath, in which instruction will be given in 
Commercial as well as in Science Subjects, and which will 
provide for Seventh Standard Girls. 

The recognition of Manual Instruction in the Education 
Code, and the publication of a Minute by the Science and Art 
Department conditionally promising Grants, has encouraged 
the Board to provide instruction in the use of wood- 
working tools for the boys in Standards V. and VI. ; and, for 
this purpose, a number of workshops will be erected. Three 
such workshops have already been decided upon. 

The greater liberty allowed by the New Code in reference 
to the subjects to be taught in Evening Schools has induced 
the Board slightly to increase the number of such schools for 
the Winter of 1890-91, and it is contemplated that a much 
larger scheme may be successfuly adopted in future years. 
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The opening of a Day Training College for School- 
mistresses in Birmingham can scarcely be passed over in this 
Report. Although it is not, strictly speaking, a part of the 
work of the School Board, the College has been brought into 
existence mainly by the efforts of the Members of the School 
Board. Two of the Board Schools are used as Practising 
Schools for the students, and the majority of the students are 
Ex-Pupil Teachers from the Board Schools. It is also 
expected that the College will supply the Board Schools with 
many of its future teachers. 

As the New Code came into operation on the 1st day of 
September, 1890, and the record of the results of individual 
examinations was discontinued, it has been impossible to 
continue the form hitherto adopted in tabulating the passes and 
percentages. The older tables are, therefore, continued up to 
the time when the New Code was introduced, and a new form 
of table commences from that date. The newer tables will be 
found on pages 67 and 84. 

At the request of the City Council, the financial year of 
the School Board has been made to commence from the 25th 
day of March, instead of the 1st day of January. This 
necessitated an interim precept for the first three months of 
1890.

SITES AND BUILDINGS. 



The Board has been actively engaged during the year 
in supplying the deficiency of School accommodation. A 
large new School was opened in April, 1890, in Camden 
Street. Other new Schools are in course of erection in Tilton 
Road and Farm Street, and extensive additions are being made 
to the School in Rea Street South. Besides these, a new 
School is in course of erection in Floodgate Street, to accom- 
modate the children who are now taught in the two buildings 
rented by the Board in Meriden Street and Park Street. The 
separation of the different departments of these Schools has 
always been an inconvenience, and the inferiority of the 
premises, as compared with the Schools built by the Board, 
has caused still greater difficulties. The separation of the 
scholars in four departments, under as many head teachers, 
has also been very unsatisfactory. It is not intended to use 
the Park Street premises after the children have been removed 
into the new School in Floodgate Street ; but it is proposed to 
use the Meriden Street premises for a Free-order School, 
similar to those in Staniforth Street and Gem Street. 



New Board 
Schools. 



The Board has secured a site in Waverley Road, Small 
Heath, for a Seventh Standard Technical School, to accom- 
modate about 300 boys and 300 girls. The success of the 
School in Bridge Street has led to this extension of the 
principle, and it is intended at Waverley Road to provide 
Technical Instruction in Commercial Subjects as well as in 
Science.

The serious inconvenience of teaching Cookery in the 
ordinary class-rooms during School hours, and the practical 
impossibility of securing a sufficient attendance when the 
instruction is given in the evening, have led to the desire to 
hasten the erection of a sufficient number of special rooms for 
this kind of instruction, to be used as centres for the several 
districts. A Cookery School is now in course of erection on a 
piece of land adjoining the Bloomsbury School. This will 
make the sixth centre. 



Manual 
Instruction. 



The recognition of Manual Instruction in the recent Code 
of the Education Department, and in the Minutes of the 
Department of Science and Art, has led the Board to decide 
upon the erection of five or six Workshops in different parts of 
the City, to be used by the older boys attending the Schools in 
the several neighbourhoods for instruction in the use of wood- 
working tools, on the same principle as that adopted for 
teaching Cookery to the girls. The Schools in Dudley Boad, 
Summer Lane, and Little Green Lane have already been 
decided upon as suitable places in which to erect such Work- 
shops.

SCHOOL ATTENDANCE. 



The accommodation has been increased during the year by The Work of 
the opening of the Camden Street School, which provides for 
1,090 scholars, and is now fairly well filled. Nevertheless, the 
total average attendance in all the Elementary Schools in 
Birmingham, taken together, has been almost precisely the same 
as in the previous year. The Board Schools show a slight 
improvement, and the Denominational Schools a slight 
decrease. It is probable that the increase in the Board 
Schools was due to , the opening of a new school, and 
that both classes of schools show a lower average attendance 
than would otherwise be the case, in consequence of the 
prevalence of sickness during the greater part of the year. 
Measles and scarlet fever have been the chief causes of 
absence, and these diseases prevent the attendance of all the 
children in a house, and not only of those who may be actually 
ill. The School Board visitors have been as anxiously 
employed in preventing the spread of disease as in improving 
the attendance. 

There seems to be a growing feeling on the part of parents 
against sending the younger infants to school during the 
winter. Many children of three and four years of age are now 
«ent to the Infants' Schools during the fine summer weather, 
and are kept at home from about November till after Easter. 

The average attendance in the Board Schools, taking the 
whole year, has been 83*7 per cent, of the number on the 
books ; in Denominational Schools it has been 77*9. The 
better percentage in Board Schools is supposed to be largely 
accounted for by the penny fee in poor districts, the greater 
facilities for obtaining free orders, and the absence of any 
•charge for books. 
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standuS for * n ^ av » 1890, the Eoyal Asseut was given to new Bye-laws- 
Exemption, raising the Standard for total exemption to the Sixth. This. 

change has been only gradually brought into operation. 
Children attending schools which were examined within a few 
months after the new Bye-laws came in force, and whose 
parents had expected to be able to remove them after passing 
the Fifth Standard, were permitted to leave ; but the alteration 
was fully published, and is now steadily becoming the rule. 
This has already had the effect of greatly increasing the 
number of scholars in the Sixth Standard, and thus causing 
increased pressure upon the space in the boys' and girls' 
departments. 

Penny Banks. The Penny Banks continue to make steady progress. Eighty- 
seven Banks are now open, and the depositors number 9,408. 
The deposits last year were £636 more than those of the 
previous year, and amounted to £3,734 15s 7d. The with- 
drawals were £3,574 7s. 2d., and the balances in hand 
£1,412 6s. 6d. The average amount deposited by each child 
during the year ended 30th November, 1890, was 7s. lid., 
as against 7s. 2d. in the previous year, or an increase of nearly 
ninepence per depositor.

The table on page 55 shows that the work of the 
Appeals Committee has slightly increased during the past 
year. It most not be supposed, however, that the people 
generally are as indifferent to education as they were 
twenty years ago. The figures in the tables are to be 
accounted for by the simple fact that the great increase in the 
number of schools, and the continued work of the visiting 
officers, have brought Elementary Education within the reach 
of nearly every child. Only the very lowest and most neglected 
are now out of school, and these are precisely the cases that 
require the application of compulsion most and cause the 
greatest amount of trouble. 

A Special Court is held on one day in each week for the 
hearing of School Board summonses. This has been found of 
great advantage to everyone concerned.

Memorial to

The Education Code of 1890 constituted the first and most 
important of the subjects which came under the consideration 
orthis Committee during the year. On the 6th of March the 
Board, on the recommendation of this Committee, resolved to 
send the following Memorial to the Education Department : — 

The Memorial of the School Board for the City of 
Birmingham 

BE SPEC TFULL Y SHEWETH— 

That in the opinion of the said Board the following 
points are important to be borne in mind in pre- 
paring the New Education Code : — 

A ccommodation . 

1. That ten square feet should be the minimum area for 
each child in average attendance; and the Board strongly 
recommend that existing schools should, within reasonable 
limits of time, be brought up to this higher estimate of space. 

Staff. 

2. That the minimum teaching staff required by the Code 
should be considerably increased. 

Pupil Teachers. 

3. That a decided reduction should be made in the hours 
of school teaching which may be demanded from pupil teachers 
or candidates. Pupil teachers should receive a greater amount 
of instruction than five hours a week. Candidates should not 
be counted on the teaching staff. Aid should be given towards 
the cost of Central teaching. 
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Adult Teacher 8. 

4. That provisional certificates qualifying for the sole 
charge of schools not exceeding sixty in average attendance 
should be abolished. Women over eighteen years of age who 
have passed no examinations should not be recognised as equal 
to pupil teachers. Trained teachers should be the rule, and 
not the exception, and no mere ex-pupil teacher or certificated 
teacher passing lower than the second division should be 
recognised as a Head Teacher. 

Trained Teachers. 

5. Day Training Colleges should be fully recognised. 
Three years of training should be allowed, and Parliamentary 
grants should be proportioned to the length of training. There 
should be some relaxation of the rule requiring studenfcs to be 
eighteen years of age before admission to a Training College. 
The grants to Day Training Colleges in England should be on 
the same scale as in Scotland. On educational grounds it is 
most desirable that the grant to the Training College on behalf 
of the instruction of a student should be sufficient to enable the 
Managers to pay the fees of students for certain classes under 
the Professors of the Local College, where such exists. Pro- 
vision should be made for the training of the students in the 
art of moral teaching. 

Curriculum. 

6. A School teaching nothing but Beading, Writing, and 
Arithmetic, should not be recognised as giving suitable instruc- 
tion. Besides the subjects ordinarily taught under the Code, 
object lessons leading up to Elementary Science should be 
developed, and Manual Training should be encouraged. When 
an Elementary School provides higher instruction for a class of 
scholars who have passed the Seventh Standard, the class 
should be included in the calculation of the grant. Your 
Memorialists fail to see why English children should be refused 
this assistance for continuing their education, while liberal 
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grants are made to the Managers of Elementary Schools in 
Scotland for scholars who have passed the highest standard. 
Examinations in Specific Subjects, when of a scientific 
character, should be oral. Definite provision should be made 
in the Code to secure the moral teaching of the scholars. 

Drawing. 

7. Instruction in Drawing should be made compulsory in 
all Boys' Schools. 

Parliamentary Grant. 

8. Grants should not be continued to schools which con- 
tinuously fail to supply efficient instruction, or in other respects 
fail to satisfy the minimum requirements of the Code. 

Evening Schools. 

9. There should be greater freedom in the choice of sub- 
jects, and Evening Schools generally should be continuation 
schools capable of adding to the instruction already obtained 
in day schools, in any direction which may be likely to be 
useful to the scholars, having regard to local industries and 
occupations. 

Publication of Reports and Accounts. 

10. There should be a public audit of the accounts of 
Voluntary Schools similar to that which is now enforced with 
regard to Board Schools. A copy of the school accounts and 
of the school report should be furnished to the Local Educa- 
tional Authority.

The Petition op the School Board for the Borough 
op Birmingham 

HUMBLY SHEWETH — 

1. That a measure has been submitted to Parliament to 
amend the law relating to limitation of Government Grants to 
Public Elementary Schools. 

2. That the maintenance of the 17/6 limit of Government 
Grant is in harmony with the principle approved by Parliament 
in 1870, and re-affirmed by Parliament in 1876, viz. : — That 
under no circumstances should the Government Grants be 
allowed so to operate as entirely to supply, together with the 
school pence, the total sum necessary to support the schools. 

3. That the proposed raising of the limit to 20/- per 
scholar would practically abolish the limit altogether, and 
would enable large numbers of schools to receive Government 
Grant very considerably in excess of the income from all other 
sources, the total cost being frequently less that 32/- per child. 

4. That so long as the present system of State-aided 
Denominational Schools under Private Managers exists, local 
School Managers who control education and determine the 
character of the religious teaching in the schools, should be 
responsible for a fair proportion of the cost, and not entirely 
exonerated, as would in a considerable number of cases happen 
if the present limit of Grant (17/6) were removed. 
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Your Petitioners therefore humbly pray your Honourable 
House not to pass any Bill which will have the effect of raising 
the present limit of Government Grants above 17/6 a head.

Day Training One of the most important practical results of the passing 
of the New Code was the opening of the Birmingham Day 
Training College for Schoolmistresses. This Training College 
is not actually part of the work of the Board, School Boards 
having no powers under the existing law to maintain Training 
Colleges; but, nevertheless, it is a most important adjunct. 
The School Board has agitated for a considerable time, and 
with much earnestness, for the necessary powers to enable 
them to establish such a College as a means by which young 
persons of good education, who do not seek admission to the 
ordinary Kesidential Colleges, may obtain a much more efficient 
training than has hitherto been within their reach. The terms 
of the New Code enabled those interested in this matter to 
form a Training College Board consisting largely of members 
of the School Board, and facilities for the instruction of students 
were readily afforded by the Council of the Mason Science 
College. The School Board passed a resolution authorising 
the use of two of the Board Schools by the college students for 
practice in the art of teaching, and when the College com- 
menced work on the 1st day of October, its first list of forty 
students consisted chiefly of young people who had served their 
apprenticeship as pupil teachers in the Birmingham Board 
Schools. 
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The Committee have been very anxious that the best use g*eme for

should be made of tbe handsome legacy of £1,500, less duty, scholarships, 
which was left to the Board by the late Mr. W. H. Bowlinson 
for the purpose of providing Scholarships in Science and Art. 
On the 3rd day of April the following scheme was adopted by 
the Board : — 

Scheme for the Award op the Bowlinson 
Scholarships. 

1. That the Board be recommended to devote the sum 
arising from the investment of the money given to them by the 
late Mr. W. H. Rowlinson (£1,500, less legacy duty), to 
providing Scholarships in Science and Art, to be called the 
Rowlinson Scholarships. 

2. That the object of a Rowlinson Scholarship shall be to 
enable a scholar to proceed from a Board School to one of 
King Edward's Schools for a period of two years, and at the 
-end of that time to continue his or her studies in Science and 
Art for a further period of two years at the Mason Science 
College, the Municipal School of Art, a Board or Municipal 
Technical School, or any institution giving organised instruction 
in the higher training of Science and Art. The Scholarship 
shall be open to revision by the School Board at the end of the 
course at King Edward's School, and the continuance of it 
shall at all times be subject to satisfactory reports as to the 
fulfilment of the conditions under which it is held. 

Conditions to be fulfilled, 
(a) Candidates' names must have been for two consecutive 
years immediately preceding admission to King 
Edward's School on the roll of a Board School, or (in 
the event of the parent or guardian's removal from 
one part of the town to another having rendered 
change of school necessary) on the roll of some other 
school or schools under the control of the Board. 
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(b) They must have made not less than 350 attendances 

at that Board School during each of the said two- 
years, unless prevented by sickness. 

(c) They must have obtained admission to one of King 

Edward's Schools as Foundation Scholars. 

(d) Candidates must have attained the age of twelve- 
years, and not reached their fourteenth birthday at 
the time of registration for the Admission Examination 
at the King Edward's School selected. 

If more candidates satisfy the above conditions than there- 
are vacant Bowlinson Scholarships in a given year, a Special 
Examination shall be held in July of each year (immediately 
after the publication of the list of successful candidates at King 
Edward's School). The regulations of this Examination shall 
be determined by the School Board from time to time. 

[Note. — The aim of this Examination shall be to discover general 
intelligence and capacity, rather than knowledge.] 

3. That each Scholarship be of the value of £15 per 
annum so long as the scholar is at King Edward's School, and 
£25 per annum when at the Mason College, Municipal School 
of Art, Board or Municipal Technical School, or other institu- 
tion of higher education having a definite scholastic course. 

4. Payments on account of these Scholarships will b& 
made at the end of each school or college term, on production 
of satisfactory reports of progress and conduct from Head 
Teacher of School or College, and shall be liable to forfeiture 
on evidence satisfactory to Board of misconduct, or failure to- 
maintain a reasonable standard of efficiency. 

In July it was decided to discontinue teaching Needlework 
to the little boys in the Infants' Schools, and to teach them 
Drawing instead. 
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The development of Evening Schools appears to the gJJJJJJSJ 
Committee to be one of the most important subjects at 
present under consideration. It is highly desirable that 
when the scholars leave the ordinary Day Schools, they 
should be induced to continue their education in suitable 
Evening Schools, instead of which they are at present 
generally lost sight of. During the Winter Session of 
1889-90, six ordinary Evening Continuation Schools were in 
operation, three being for boys and three for girls. They 
were all examined by H.M. Inspector in the early part of 
1890, and the Statistics and Reports are subjoined.

In the autumn of 1890 nine Schools were opened. The 
experience gained in the preceding session led the Board to 
prefer conducting these Evening Schools by means of its own 
teachers. At the same time a cordial resolution of thanks to 
the Birmingham Kyrle Society for the work which they had 
-done was unanimously passed. The great interest taken in 
the Becreative Evening Schools by the members of the Kyrle 
Society, and the devotion to the work shown by those who 
went considerable distances in all weathers to give lessons, are 
deserving of the most grateful acknowledgment. Instruction 
in Beading, Writing, Composition, Arithmetic, Geography, 
Shorthand, Drawing, and Theoretical Chemistry was offered to 
Boys at the Schools in Camden Street, Cromwell Street, Oakley 
Boad, and Upper Highgate Street ; and in Beading, Writing, 
Composition, Arithmetic, Geography, Domestic Economy, and 
Cookery, to Girls at the Schools in Brookfields, Bloomsbury, 
Jenkins Street, and Stratford Boad. French and German 
were also provided for if a sufficient number of scholars desired 
to study those languages. The fee was ls.6d. per quarter, or 
2d. per week. The remaining School was at Icknield Street, 
which is provided with a well-fitted Chemical Laboratory. It 
was hoped that this School would develop into a Science 
School, but experience so far is against it. 

The Board was also requested to take up the work of the Masses* 
Branch Classes of the Birmingham and Midland Institute, 
the new arrangements of the Institute having led to the dis- 
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continuance of those classes by that body. These the Board 
readily undertook ; but the classes were so few in number, 
and had been so poorly attended, that the teachers (with the 
exception of one) declined to re-open them on the usual terms. 
The classes in Physiology and Hygiene, taught by Mrs. Blake 
at Moseley Koad, Steward Street, and Farm Street, have been 
continued. 

The introduction of Manual Instruction into the list of 
subjects which may be taught under the Education Code, and 
the subsequent passing of the Minute of June 5th by the 
Science and Art Department, by which it is made possible to 
earn grants for workshop practice, has encouraged this Board 
to arrange for extending the instruction in the use of wood- 
working tools to the Fifth and Sixth Standards. The most 
convenient plan for effecting this object appeared to be that of 
providing workshops at some half dozen centres, to be used by 
the boys of the neighbouring schools in the same way as the 
Cookery centres are used by the girls. Three such workshops 
are already in course of erection, and it is intended to build 
others.

The Education Code of 1890 has made some important 
and valuable changes, the most valuable of which is perhaps 
the discontinuance of the system of recording the individual 
passes of every scholar in every subject. The greater freedom 
allowed to the Teachers in the classification of their Scholars 
is likely to prove a great help in the same direction. There 
is good reason to hope that these will lead to the better 
working of the Schools. As this New Code came into operation 
on the first day of September, the details respecting Schools 
examined since that date are necessarily arranged in a separate 
table. See page 67.

The increase in the number of Schools, and consequently 
in the' number of girls receiving instruction in Cookery, has 
made it necessary to appoint an additional Teacher. It is 
intended that this instruction shall, at an early date, be given 
entirely in rooms specially provided. 

As soon as workshops can be provided, instruction will 
be given in the use of wood-working tools to the boys 
in Standards V. and VI., and it is desirable that some means 
of manual instruction should be provided for Scholars in the 
first four Standards, so that the Kindergarten work may be 
continued up to the time when the Scholars commence their 
workshop practice.
